REVOLUTION BREAKS OUT IN MEXICO 


MANY KILLED IN SUNDAY UPRISING 


Mob Headed by Students Marches to Jail 
and Releases General Felix Diaz, a 
Nephew of Former President. — Madero 
and his Ministers seck Refuge in the 
National Palace. — Diaz Straining 
Every Fibre to Gain Control.—Failure 
Means His Death.

City of Mexico, Feb. 9.—President Francesco Madero, with his minis- 
ters and a strong detachment of the loyal troops, is fortified in the nation- 
al palace tonight, while General Felix Diaz, with a majority of the 
reguiars behind him, has practical control in the capital, in which sev- 
eral bloody encounters took place today The president and his support- 
ers @ucveeded in defending themselves aga ‘nst the rebels, and nobtwithstand- 
ing the fact ¢hat the troops in large numbers are in a state of revolt, 
which carried all before them today, there was an appearance of genuine 

“optimism at the palace emong Madero and his ministers.

To all parts of republic, Madero telegraphed the reassuring news 
s Whith he and his cabinet seemed to bcebeve. The state @overnors and 
military commanders were assured of the loyalty of the army and that 


tranguility had been restored. 


To a representative of the Associated Press, President Madero said the 
facility with which the new revolt had been suppressed was only another In- 
dication of the strength of the government and loyalty of the army. 

Says People Are With Him, 

Pointing from a window in the palace to a mob, for the most part 
boys carrying the national flag and crying “‘Vivas" for Madero, the presi- 
dent said: ‘“‘There you can see the people are with us. It is said that 
the government stands aione, but that is not true The government has the 
support of the people. There will be no more tempor-zing and we are go- 
ing to use the ijron-hand,
